The initial Israeli view of the 
ideas which Dr. Kissinger brought 
from Aswan last night was that 
they provided a basia for further 
negotiations.

Yigal Allon’s brother Mordechal, 
who died yesterday aged 77, was 
well known In the defence forces in 
the years following the Six Day War 
as the oldest officer. He 
volunteered in the summer of 1967 
to serve as a staff officer with the 
Military Government of the Nablus 
area, and for the next four-and-a- 
half years wisely and 
tered a number of Arab villages in 
the region. 

Thirty years earlier, he had served 
with equal distinction in the same 
area, as a commander. Dur- 
ing the Mandate he was also active 
in Megal immigration, working first 
for the Hagana and later for Betar. 

After Independence he took an 
active role in Liberal Party politics, 
and for years chaired the local 
council of his home town, Binyamina. 
Most recently, up ta a few months 
ago, he served as chairman of the 
Farmers’ Association. 

Mordechai Allon was born in Rosh 
Pina to Haya and Reuven Feicovitch, 
founding-members of the firat Jew- 
ish settlement in the north. He leaves 
a daughter, two sons, grandchfdren 
and great-grandchildren, as well ag 
his brother Yigal and a sister. 

His funeral will take place this 
afternoon, the cortege setting out 
from his home at Binyamina at 
3.80 p.m.
